Port au Prince, Dec. 4.—For many 
hours during the night following the 
flight of Nord Alexis, riot and pillage 
prevailed in Port au Prince. The pop­ 
ulace, maddened by the spirit of re­ 
volt, gave full vent to their passions. 
They looted stores and residences and 
fought among them selves over booty 
and w ere only held In check by an 
armed force. 
Twelve persons were 
killed and many wounded before order 
was restored. 
So serious did the situation become 
that a com m ittee of public safety was 
organized. 
Scores of 
citizens 
were 
placed under arm s to assist the loyal 
troops In 
patrolling 
the 
city. 
The 
American, French and German minis­ 
ters decided th at they could trust to 
the arrangem ents made by the commit­ 
tee to m aintain order, but jointly gave 
notification 
that 
If 
disorders 
com­ 
menced again they would land forces 
from the warships. Those already here 
were reinforced by the United States 
gunboat Eagle and the British cruiser 
Scylla. 
Nord Alexis spent a restless night on 
board the Duguay Trouin. 
There is 
something in the wonderful virility of 
the fallen president that holds admira­ 
tion. 
P ast 90 years—how many years 
beyond that mark 
no’ ody 
knows— 
Nord Alexis faced bis foes with the 
strength and determ ination of a man 
in the prim e of life. 
Not until he sr.w 
his people in front of the palace crying 
for his life did he realize they had 
turned against him. 
W ith regard to 
his destination Nord Alexis said that 
he would wait until he could be trans­ 
ported to Jamaica. St. Thom as or Mar­ 
tinique. 
The sentim ent 
of 
the 
people 
is 
strong in favor of Gen. Simon and he 
will probably be elected president, if 
the cham bers can bo assembled w ith­ 
out delay. 
Gen. Simon has arrived at 
I G ress'er, about 12 miles distant. 
He 
has a strong army under him and will 
enter the city on Friday evening.

A question has arisen as to where 
prosecutions of violators of the Rase 
county option law shall originatt— 
whether In tho polloe, probate or com­ 
mon pleas courts.
